All taxpayers should read the following requirement and comply 
with it: 


Section 35, Chapter 81, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1944: ‘Before 
making an assessment, the assessors shall give reasonable notice in writing 
to the inhabitants, by posting notifications in some public place in town, or 
shall notify them in such ways as the town, at its annual meeting’ directs, 
to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and all 
their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
they were possessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner, after such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is hereby 
barred of his right to make application to the assessors of the county com- 
missioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such a list with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time 
appointed.”

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142, Revised Statutes of 1954, 
and at your request, we have audited the records of the Town of Stoning- 
ton for the period January 1, 1956 to December 31, 1956. 

The examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards applicable in the circumstances and included all pro- 
cedures which were considered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained 
within the scope of the examination the financial transactions of the Town 
appear to have been appropriately handled. 

Exhibits and schedules included in this report impartially present the 
financial position of the Town and the result of its operation for the period 
designated. 

Comments and other data incorporated in the report may prove of 
interest to you, all of which is respectfully submitted.

COMMENTS 


Town of Stonington 
January 1, 1956 to December 31, 1956 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Stonington has been 
completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 1956. 

This audit included an examination of the financial records which 
were maintained by the town officers. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions, as well 
as an analysis of available funds and expenditures, and the results are in- 
corporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
fiscal affairs of the Town. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $30,434.19 was reconciled with the bank state- 
ments furnished by the Union Trust Company and the Bar Harbor Banking 
& Trust Company, Bar Harbor, Maine and the petty cash on hand. 

A count of cash was made at the date of audit and reconciled with 
the closing balance at December 31, 1956. _ 

Other assets, including taxes, accounts receivable, tax liens, tax 
acquired property and sewer assessments were reviewed. Unpaid accounts 
were reconciled with the balances shown on the records of the Selectmen. 
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LIABILITIES 
Total general fund liabilities amounted to $40,618.94 which repre- 
sented accounts payable of $168.00, notes payable of $40,000.00 and a 
balance of $450.94 due trust funds. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 
The deferred revenue totaling $493.75, represents 1957 excise tax 
collection of $409.98 and prepaid 1957 taxes of $83.77. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
In accordance with the vote at the annual town meeting, all depart- 
mental balances were carried forward to the ensuing year. These accounts 
totaled $16,436.62. (Exhibit D) 
The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to $10,534.95 for 
the year, a decrease of $4,412.09. 


TRUST FUNDS 
An examination of the various funds held in trust by the town revealed 
that the total amount of trust fund principals was $3,722.24 and unex- 
pended income amounted to $551.38. 
With the exception of $450.94 representing monies due from the 
general fund, the principals and income of these funds were invested as 
follows:

GENERAL 


An examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that the towns- 
people voted at the annual meeting to transfer the deferred 1956 excise to 
the administration account. It was also voted to transfer $4,660.00 to 
officers’ salaries and $1,000.00 for physician’s subsidy. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records checked to determine their 
accuracy. The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 

Receipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were examined for a selected 
period and major increases or decreases were explored. Trust fund trans- 
actions were reviewed. Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed to the extent 
deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
schedules fairly present the financial position of the town at December 31, 
1956, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Due to tele- 
phone failure, the Fire Department was unable to be reached in time and 
they were also handicapped by the distance. The fire was so advanced 
that the summer cottage was a complete loss.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR STONINGTON 
Public Health Nursing Service 


January 1, through December 31, 1956 


The prevention of disease and the promotion of health is the goal of 
every public health program. Through the public health nursing service 
parents are taught how to protect their children’s health. Your nurse visits 
the homes of expectant mothers, preschool children, crippled children and 
adults to interpret to them scientific information that will aid in the proper 
treatment and prevention of disease. Special services such as the clinic 
for Crippled Children, Pediatric, Cardiac, and Hard-of-hearing are avail- 
able to children having special needs and referred by their family to have 
- X-rays at the Ellsworth regional clinic, held twice yearly. 

Your nurse has visited the schools to confer with the teachers about 
the children’s health. The children in the grades four to twelve were 
given hearing tests with the audiometer (record player type) by a volun- 
teer worker. Four questionable hearing defect results were rechecked on 
the pure-tone audiometer. Physical examinations for the grades four, seven, 
and eleven were given with members of the Health Council and volunteers 
from the community assisting the doctor and nurse. There were sixty-four 
children who received an exam but only eleven were accompanied by a 
parent. All children competing in athletics received a special exam to 
qualify for sports. 

Five Child Health Conferences were held for preschool children and 
forty-eight children received a complete physical examination from the 
doctor, six were given smallpox vaccinations; thirty-four were protected by 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus vaccine. 

Topical applications of sodium floride were given through the Dental 
Health Program. 

The Salk vaccine to protect against poliomyelitis under the Federal 
program was offered to all children six months to twenty years, 252 were 
protected. 

The Health Council met to make plans and to determine the needs 
of the community. 

We wish to extend our thanks to the Health Council, to Dr. Brown, 
Mr. Smith, the teachers, and to the many others whose efforts have helped 
promote the health program during the year.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
Yo the Citizens of Stonington: 


I present herewith my tenth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools, and with it the Financial Report of the School Department, and 
the budget prepared by the School Committee for the coming year. 

During the fall school enrollment declined somewhat, as various fam- 
ilies moved away for the winter. Present enrollment is as follows: 

Sub-Primary, 24; Grade One, 37; Grade Two, 29: Grade Three, 27; 
Grade Four, 32; Brats Five, 26; Grade Six, 35; Grade Seven, 28; Grade 
Eight, 38; Grade Nine, 13; Grade Ten, 28; Cake Eleven, 19; Grade 
Twelve, 18: Total 355. 

There have been several changes in our teaching staff this year. Mrs. 
Dorothea Dunton resigned in early fall to take a position at the Gorham 
Teachers College, where she has charge of a dormitory. Mrs. Zetta Sturdee 
became principal of the elementary school, and Mrs. Edith Seeley, of 
Franklin replaced Mrs. Dunton as teacher of the Sub-Primary Grade. Mrs. 
Seeley, formerly Edith Fitzpatrick, is a graduate of Stonington High School, 
and taught in Eastbrook for the past seven years. 

Mrs. Laverna Richards is the new teacher of Grade Four. She grad- 
ated from Gorham Teachers College last June. 

Mr. Edward Richards is the new instructor in the Industrial Arts 
course. He also graduated from Gorham last June. 

Mr. William Wilson, who taught in Ellsworth and Deer Isle last year, 
is again teaching in Stonington. His new assignment is Grade Eight. He 
coaches junior high girls’ and boys’ basketball. 

Miss Alma Merrill, of Machias, who taught last year in Fairfield is 
teaching Freshman subjects. Miss Merrill is a graduate of the University 
of Maine. 

Miss Cecelia Chandler, of Bucksport, is teaching. the Commercial 
Course, and coaching Girls’ Basketball. Miss Chandler, who received her 
degree from Husson College, taught for the past two years at Clinton High 
School. 

Mr. Joseph Zarba, of Boston is teaching music, and directing the band. 
Mr. Zarba is a graduate of the New England Conservatory of Music. 

As a result of the new teaching assignments it is now possible for the 
junior high teachers to devote their teaching each to a single grade. Time 
schedules for these grades no longer have to be exactly like the high school 
schedule, and extra subjects can be taught, including especially a basic 
reading class for Grade Eight, which has never before been possible. 


This change has long been recommended by the Department of Edu- 
cation. Additional physical education time, and much additional time for 
counseling high school pupils has become available. 
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Mr. Doble plans to accumulate a file of information on each high 
school pupil which will include the results of a test of mental ability, and 
inventory of pupil interests which will affect their choice of vocation, and 
their selection of courses, and aptitude tests which will indicate in what 
lines of occupation or study the pupil will more probably succeed, and other 
useful information. This information will be available to interested parents, 
who will be welcomed for conference at any time. 


Mr. Doble will discuss this program at a PTA meeting soon, and I am 
sure many parents will be interested in the uses of the records he is 
gathering. 

Dr. Brown has continued the examination of fourth, seventh, and 
eleventh grade pupils and all those who enter the athletic program. This 
is a very large number of pupils to be examined, for in basketball alone 
we have had ninety-five boys and girls participating from the six-year high 
school. 


In addition to serving. as School Physician, Dr. Brown has been of 
great help as Team Physician for the basketball program. 


With the assistance of members of the Health Council he has held 
several clinics to administer Salk Anti-Polio Vaccine, which has been pro- 
vided free to children, and at the cost of the vaccine for adults. 


The program of medical examinations and services at the school has 
expanded constantly and we are grateful to Dr. Brown, and his assistants 
from the Health Council. 


The Woman’s Club donated a vacuum cleaner to the school during 
the summer. It has been very useful this year, and the rooms in the old 
building have been swept with the vacuum cleaner rather than with brooms, 
saving much dust from being scattered on furniture. Mrs. Lillian Smith 
has kept the old building in excellent condition. 


The upper hall and the stair landings were provided with asphalt tile 
flooring during the summer, adding to appearance, and reducing noise and 
dust. The old floors were very much worn. 


The PTA has continued to support a free lunch program for the needy, 
and provided a welcome banner for the high school. The American 
Legion and Auxiliary have continued to send pupils to Girls’ State and 
Boys’ State, and for all the support of these local organizations of the 
women, the men, and the parents, we are very grateful. 

The Stonington Athletic Association, the Old Timers, the PTA, the 
Woman’s Club, the Legion and Auxiliary, and indeed all local organizations 
have generously and loyally supported the schools. 

One serious continuing need of the high school is the need for a labora- 
tory. We have had an excellent staff of science teachers this year, and it 
is a pity to handicap their efficiency by inadequate laboratory facilities. 
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Another need is for a home economics department. This course re- 
quires a generous amount of space, and is out of the question in the present 
buildings, and must be postponed to the indefinite future. 

The Driver Training Program continued this year, but present plans 
are to omit it in the coming school year, resuming the program in the fall 
of 1958. The low enrollment of the sophomore class next fall seems too 
small to justify the expense of the program. Possibly it can be under- 
taken in the second half of the year, when some of the freshman class (this 
year’s eighth grade) will be fifteen, which is the minimum age for the mem- 
bers of the Driving class. 

I believe the standard of training and competence of our teachers is 
at a high level. I think that the principals are doing an excellent job of 
organizing the program of their schools. In the present time, when offers 
of jobs come in some seasons in literally every mail, it will be the con- 
tinuing support of the townspeople, and loyal local organizations which 
will encourage our capable teachers to continue their service in Stonington. 

For the generous measure of such support in the past, for the interest 
and counsel of the School Committee, for the never failing kindnesses 
shown us by the town office, and especially for the good-will and energy 
and genuine wholesomeness of the young people of Stonington all of us who 
make up the staff of the School Department are wholeheartedly grateful.

I herewith submit my annual report as Principal of Stonington High 
School.

In the year that has passed many things have happened in your high 
school and I think a large majority of them are good. The biggest and 
most important change to take place has been the partial reorganization of 
the curriculum. 

This reorganization has, in my estimation, given the town a much 
more efficient educational setup than was previously enjoyed. The Grade 
8 and 9 students have benefitted in particular. These changes were made 
possible by the addition of a teacher. This made it possible for the teacher 
of Grade 8 to teach that grade exclusively. Previously this teacher taught 
two grade 9 subjects and the students were given two study periods. At 
this age the students do not use free study time to the best advantage and 
need their own teacher to supervise. Reading and spelling were added to 
the curriculum offered to Grade 8. This also made it possible for Mr. 
Wilson, who taught this grade, to devote more time to extra curricular 
activities for the Junior High. This year the Junior High has had a full 
program both in class and out. 

The addition of this teacher has also made it possible to have more 
physical education for the students in the high school and has made the 
physical education director available to Grades 5 and 6 four times a week. 

Another provision that has been made possible is the improvement of 
the guidance program by the principal. A program of testing has been 
instituted this year and will be continued. Provision has also been made 
for a fourth year of higher mathematics to be given starting with the 1958- 
1959 school year. 

The commercial department has been reorganized by the elimination 
of Typing III and the moving of Commercial Law from the sophomore to 
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the senior year. This will mean that the commercial teacher will teach 
seven classes in seven periods and not have to double up on class periods. 

This reorganization has proved very beneficial during this school year » 
and has, I think, the support of the teachers and students. 

This year we have experimented with a college English group in Grades 
11 and 12. The course is designed specifically to help college bound people 
get a background in the particular phases of English that they will come 
up against in college. 

‘This year’s faculty has proved to be a very competent and professional 
group. They have given much more time than was required of them to the 
school program and are responsible for whatever success this program 
has had. 


As I travel to other schools I become more and more convinced that 
the fine spirit of the students of Stonington High School is hard to beat. 
That is a fact greatly appreciated by the faculty. 


The athletic program was expanded this year and has played an im- 
portant part in the life of the school. During the year we have had over 
80 of our 143 students engaged in some form of interscholastic athletics. 
The greater the participation in athletics the healthier is the whole school 
atmosphere. 


The school has been fortunate in having many friends who have helped 
out our various activities by giving time, money, cars and_ professional 
services for the use of the school. These people help make our job easier 
and more enjoyable and make a great contribution! to the welfare of the 
students. 


The school has expanded its filmstrip library this year and now has 
basic filmstrips in General Science, Biology, Physics, Industrial Arts and 
Social Studies. Most of these filmstrips were purchased with money from 
our annual magazine campaign. 

During the school year a number of physical improvements have been 
made. Anyone who has been in the hall of the new building has seen the 
fine new trophy case that was made by Mr. Richards and the shop classes. 
In our gym you will see our new banner, the gift of the PTA. The public 
address system has been expanded by the addition of two new speakers and 
the repair of our amplifier and record player. 

At this time I personally wish to thank the townspeople, the Superin- 
tendent of Schools and the School Committee for the fine support I have 
received.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


At the request of the Board of Directors of the Stonington Water 
Company, I have endeavored to complete the survey requested at the last 
annual Town Meeting. The services of J. Elliot Hale, consulting engineer, 
of Waterville, Maine, were obtained, and a complete appraisal of our physi- 
cal plant was made with the following findings and recommendations brief- 
ly outlined: 

1. The standpipe, that was built in 1909, has never been overhauled 
since its erection. The firm of Roy O. Leonard of Framingham, Mass. was 
consulted and a survey of the tanks made. Based on these findings, the 
engineer recommended complete overhaul, consisting of sandblasting, re- 
pairing pits with lab metal, and applying three coats of paint, both inside 
and outside. This work would cost $6,483.00. Quotations are on file 
from two other concerns, and for less extensive repair jobs. 


9. An effort should be made to improve the water, either by finding 
a new source of supply or chemically treating the present supply to make 
it palatable and safe. Mr. Richard Sullivan of R. E. Chapman Company, 
Oakdale, Mass. explored the possibilities of a new source of supply 
through a gravel packed well. Due to the topography of the area and the 
lack of any sizable water sheds, it seemed impractical to go to the expense 
of test boring for this new supply as he assured us it would not be present. 


Our present supply can be improved chemically, by the installation 
of a purification system, for which the cost would be in the range of 
$30,000.00. This would mean the installation of pumps and tanks in our 
present pumping station, to which we would add alum to precipitate the 
organic matter, producing a colorless, odorless, and tasteless water. Another 
tank would add a soda ash to make it palatable. 


3. A plan of our pipe system was in order, but no records of gate 
valves, blow-offs, and only partial records of services are available. Proper 
metering devices are needed, so that the amount of water pumped, exces- 
sive usage, leaks, power costs, analysis, etc., may be determined. 

4. The finances of the Company have been reviewed by Mr. Leslie 
Little of Bucksport who was recommended to go over our rate schedules 
and finances. It appears that they need a complete adjustment. Mr. Little 
feels that for the Company to survive and pay its own way, a rate increase 
is indicated. The cost for his work would range from $400 to $500. 

The question of financing the above outlined work was presented in 
the Superintendent’s report of 1955, when he submitted three alternative 
set-ups for the Company to improve its borrowing power: 

1. The Company to remain a corporation, as it is at present, in 
which the borrowing could be done through a direct loan or by bond 
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issue. Our banks would lend us enough to make improvements No. 1, 
No. 3 and No. 4 listed above. 

2. To make the Company a department of the Town. This method 
would not improve our position. 

3. The formation of a Water District seems to be the proper step 
if a change is to be made. Such a District would follow the pattern of our 
School District. It would involve the appointment of a Committee by the 
Directors, on approval of the Town Meeting, to set up a charter which 
would require legislative approval. The Trustees of the District would 
have the Town’s borrowing power for capital improvements, and would 
assess the Town annually for the amount needed to defray its indebtedness. 
Rates would be adjusted so that the District would eari enough money 
for annual operating expenses of the Company. 

This is a brief resume of our survey and explains the articles appear- 
ing in the Town Warrant. Complete survey findings are on file and will be 
fully explained at the Annual Meeting. This is a start in the right direc- 
tion, and the Board of Directors earnestly solicits your consideration and 
assistance in a solution to these problems.

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REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Stonington: 


I herewith submit my first annual report for the year 1957. Com- 
ments on activities appear as headings over the various departments. They 
explain briefly the work that has been accomplished during the year, to- 
gether with some plans for the coming year. I bring your attention again 
to the increase in Public Welfare expenditures. I feel this strongly indi- 
cates the need for some small industry to absorb those who are not em- 
ployed in our specialized fields. 


While considering unemployment and industry I ask you to think of 
the possibilities offered by the Penobscot Bay-Knox County Regional Plan- 
ning Commission which will probably be discussed at Town Meeting. 


The Federal Harbor Dredging Project has been approved by the Divi- 
sion Engineers and has been sent to Washington for approval by the Board 
of Engineers. The next step will be a bill introduced into Congress for 
authorization for Federal Funds, which will be followed by appropriation 
of actual funds. 1960 appears to be the earliest that we can hope to arrive 
at this step. Since the Town will be called upon to make a cash contribu- 
tion at that time, it is none too early to be considering this factor. 


The Maine Aeronautics Commission has given us the service of their 
Engineer, and he has surveyed our airstrip. With the interest they have 
shown, we are in hopes that some money will be available from them for 
development of our field. 


In looking forward to things to come, I sincerely urge the townspeople 
to regain their interest in Town Meeting. Last year nearly $87,000, an 
increase of $15,600 over the previous year, was appropriated by an attend- 
ance of less than two hundred people. I feel that this is not a fair repre- 
sentation of approximately seven hundred taxpayers. Increase in tax bills 
have to be explained throughout the year. The majority of increases are 
the result of increased appropriations at Town Meeting and not an in- 
crease in the taxpayers’ valuation. If we can encourage more people to 
attend the Annual Meeting, I feel that increased taxation would be better 
understood by all. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and townspeople for their 
cooperation and help during my first year as Manager.

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COMMENTS 


Town of Stonington 
January 1, 1957 to December 31, 1957 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Stonington has been 
completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 1957. 

This audit included an examination of the financial records main- 
tained by the town officers. The examination consisted of a review of 
cash transactions, as well as an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures, and the results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the Town. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $15,366.37 was reconciled with the bank state- 
ments furnished by the Union Trust Company and the Bar Harbor 
Banking & Trust Company, Bar Harbor, Maine, and the cash on hand. 
A count of cash was made at the date of audit and reconciled with the 
closing balance at December 31, 1957. 

Other assets, including taxes, accounts receivable, tax liens and tax 
acquired property and sewer assessment were reviewed. Unpaid accounts 
were reconciled with the balances shown on the records of the Selectmen. 


LIABILITIES 


Total general fund liabilities amounted to $15,240.54; which repre- 
sented accounts payable of $40.98, tax anticipation notes of $15,000.00 
and $199.56 due trust funds. During the year $25,000.00 was paid on out- 
standing notes from current funds. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 


The deferred revenue totaling $454.37 represents 1958 excise tax 
collections of $410.47 and prepaid 1958 taxes of $43.90. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


In accordance with the vote at the annual town meeting, all de- 
partmental balances were carried forward to the ensuing year. These 
amounts totaled $26,286.14 as shown on Exhibit D. 

The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to $14,620.05 
for the year an increase of $4,085.10 for the year. This change was occa- 
sioned principally by unexpended balances in the administration, supple- 
mental taxes and overlay. 
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DEBT FUND 


The debt fund which is incorporated in the balance sheet as a separ- 
ate fund, reflects an outstanding note of $10,000.00 issued during the 
year for the purpose of financing water company improvement and ex- 
penses. This note is to be retired by an appropriation of $1,000.00 an- 
nually. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the various funds held in trust by the town re- 
vealed that the total amount of trust fund principals $3,470.86 and 
unexpended income amounted to $529.91. 


With the exception of $199.56 representing monies due from the 
general fund, the principals and income of these funds were invested as 
follows: 

Time Deposits $ 327.21 
U. S. Savings Bonds 3,474.00 


GENERAL 


An examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that the towns- 
people voted at the annual meeting to transfer the deferred 1956 excise 
tax to the administration account. It was also voted to transfer $533.00 
for state aid reconstruction. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine their 
accuracy. The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 


Receipts, vouchers and canceled checks were examined for a selected 
period and major increases or decreases were explored. 


Trust fund transactions were reviewed. 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the copies of the 
receipts retained by the Collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed to the extent 
deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
schedules fairly present the financial position of the town at December 
31, 1957, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR STONINGTON 


Public Healih Nursing Service 


January 1, 1957 through December 31, 1957 


To have health is to be free of disease in body, mind and soul. To 
accomplish community health is the goal of every public health program. 
The public health nursing service teaches parents how to protect their 
children’s health. Your nurse visits the homes of expectant mothers, pre- 
school children, crippled children, and adults to interpret to them scientific 
information that will aid in the proper treatment and the prevention of 
disease. Clinics for crippled children, pediatric, cardiac, and hard-of- 
hearing are available to children who have special needs and are referred 
by their family physician. X-ray of chest at the Ellsworth regional clinic, 
held twice a year are available to patients who have tuberculosis and to 
their family or contacts. 


Visits have been made with the individual teachers to confer about 
the health of the children in their classroom. Children in grades four to 
high school were tested by volunteers to determine hearing defects. Physical 
examinations of one hundred twenty-six pupils in grades four, seven and 
eleven were done by Dr. Brown. Six parents were present to confer with 
the doctor at that time. 


Smallpox vaccination clinics were held for all Stonington residents. 
One hundred twenty-four persons received a vaccination. Salk vaccine 
for immunization against polio was offered to all persons. Twenty-seven 
first, twenty-nine second, and two hundred thirty third injections were 
given during eight clinics. 


Sixty-seven preschool children enrolled in the five Child Health Con- 
ferences during which ten received smallpox vaccinations. Diphtheria- 
whooping cough-tetanus vaccine and the Salk polio vaccinations were also. 
available. 


The Stonington Health Council has assisted in the various phases of 
the health program. We thank them, Dr. Brown, Mr. Smith, the teachers, 
and all persons who have helped to promote the health program in 1957.

PROGRESS REPORT ON MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 


During the past year a dental hygienist from the State Department 
of Health and Welfare devoted 6 days to working with preschool children 
and elementary school children to promote mouth health. 

A total of 3 preschool children and 39 school children had sodium 
fluoride solution applied to their erupted teeth for the partial prevention 
of dental decay. These same children had their teeth cleaned, received 
mouth examinations, and were given reports to take to their parents. 

A total of 42 children were instructed in mouth care, either individ- 
ually or in classrooms.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Stonington: 


I present herewith my eleventh annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools, and with it the Financial Report of the School Department, and 
the budget of the School Committee for 1958. 

Enrollment during the fall term was as follows: Sub-Primary, 26; 
Grade One, 25; Grade Two, 36; Grade Three, 31; Grade Four, 23; Grade 
Five, 32; Grade Six, 28; Grade Seven, 34 ; Grade Eight, 28; Grade Nine, 35; 
Grade Ten, 11; Grade Eleven, 24; Grade Twelve, 16; Total, 349. 

The teaching staff includes four new members. 

Mrs. Mary Haskell is teaching Grade Three. She is a native of Deer 
Isle, and a graduate of Farmington Teachers College, who previously has 
had nearly three years of teaching experience in Stonington. 

Mr. Milton Haskell is teaching Grade Seven. He is a native of Deer 
Isle, and graduated from Washington State Teachers College in Machias 
last June. 

Mr. Robert Curran is teaching mathematics, Science, and Civics. He 
is a graduate of Milo High School, and the University of Maine, where 
he was a member of the Class of 1957. 

Mr. Peter Kekligian, of Chelsea, Massachusetts is Director of Music 
in Stonington and Deer Isle. He spends three days in Stonington each 
week. He graduated from the New England Conservatory of Music last 
June.. 

Both the elementary school and the high school have run smoothly 
this year. The principals are experienced, and have their schools very 
well organized. 


HEALTH PROGRAM 


Under the supervision of Dr. Brown, the School Physician, with the 
cooperation of the Health Council, and the Public Health Nurse, the 
schools continue to benefit from a broad health program, with nearly a 
hundred complete physical examinations performed, many more briefer 
examinations for the athletic program, and a great many inoculations, 
especially the Salk Vaccine, and the Asian Flu Vaccine. A sodium fluoride 
dental clinic was made available at low cost. Many children who incur 
injuries at play have received prompt examinations, and Dr. Brown treated 
many athletic injuries with first aid, in his capacity as Team Physician. 

Many adults also received Salk Vaccine in clinics conducted by Dr. 
Brown at the high school. 


School Lunch 


Our capable school lunch staff has maintained a wonderful program 
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of nourishing meals in the face of increased difficulties during the fall. 
School lunch programs all over the state have experienced severe oper- 
ating problems this year, as Federal subsidy has been cut further than 
ever before, now being only half of what it was ten years ago, at the 
same time that the Milk Control Board authorized higher milk prices 
which will mean about two hundred dollars of increased cost to our pro- 
gram this year, along with one hundred twenty-five dollars less subsidy. 
Federal donations of surplus meat and poultry are also greatly reduced. 

State authorities have been studying this statewide problem most 
anxiously. They have suggested in some towns that the community sup- 
port the labor costs of the program, leaving income from meals to pay 
for food, and miscellaneous equipment and supplies. 

The PTA has supervised a program of free lunches for needv families, 
to which the American Legion and the Women’s Auxiliary have contribu- 
ted also. Several cases of real hardship have been aided. 

The elementary school principal, Mrs. Sturdee, organized a milk pro- 
eram for children bringing box lunches. This is a program which receives 
Federal subsidy, and on an average day over thirty children purchase a 
half pint of milk for four cents. This program is open to any child who 
desires to buy milk. 


Training Courses for Teachers 


The State Department of Education sponsored a workshop for teachers 
of the vicinity in Deer Isle during the first week of December. Stoning- 
ton teachers joined teachers from seven other towns at this workshop, 
which studied several curriculum topics. 

Several Stonington teachers participated also in an extension course 
at Deer Isle, made available by the University of Maine. 


High School Curriculum 


The curriculum of our high school compares favorably with that of 
other schools in Hancock County. At the recent Deer Isle workshop the 
State Director of Secondary School Administration, Mr. Joseph Devitt 
led a discussion of what constitutes a desirable high school program. With 
one exception, the curriculum of our high school measured up very well 
when compared with the program presented by Mr. Devitt. 

The exception was our lack of a course in home economics. This is 
strongly recommended by state authorities, but would be impossible to 
offer in our present set-up, unless some building outside the school could 
be used. 

Since nation-wide and world-wide attention is currently being given 
to the teaching of mathematics and science in our high schools, I call 
your attention to the fact that Mr. Doble is planning to introduce a 
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course in advanced mathematics for seniors next fall. This course would 
follow the ccurses we have offered for many years in elementary and 
advanced algebra and plane geometry, and should be especially valuable 
to those who are to enter college, take training courses in industry, or 
do technical work in the service. 

This course has been planned for several years, and adjustment of 
other mathematics courses now makes it possible. We very much hope 
that at least six seniors will take advantage of the opportunity. 

We are at present making plans to offer an advanced science course, 
which will give advanced training to those who have had a first course 
in chemistry and physics. It will be at least two years before it can be 
offered, since chemistry and physics must be studied a year earlier if 
seniors are to take the advanced course. If enrollment prospects justify 
the course, it will be tried. 


Industrial Arts 


At the request of the Deer Isle School Committee, and by arrange- 
ment with Mr. Edward Richards, seventeen Deer Isle High School pupils 
were admitted to the Stonington High School Industrial Arts program on 
a tuition basis last fall. They continue to study their other subjects at 
Deer Isle. The School Committee voted to use the tuition money the 
first year to add to the equipment of the shop. 


Pupil Accident Insurance 


The school department has continued to offer all pupils an opportun- 
ity to purchase accident insurance at very low cost. The policy costs only 
$1.50 per pupil, and provides up to $3500 for medical services in case 
of injury. 

The School Committee has voted that next fall the insurance will 
be required of those participating in interscholastic athletics, and in 
the shop. All pupils are strongly urged to buy this low cost insurance. In 
the recent past at least three families have been saved about five hundred 
dollars of expense by this coverage. 


School Repairs 


The School Committee hopes that the old school building can be 
painted this summer. It was previously painted in 1951. At the same 
time the roof of the old building is due for repair very soon. There is 
some trouble now around the eaves which may have to be repaired when 
it is painted, but there are no inside leaks yet. It is evident, however, 
that this work must occur very soon. 

An asphalt tile floor was installed in an additional classroom last 
summer, and we hope another can be done next summer. These floors 
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have been highly praised by visitors to the school. They are better appear- 
ing, and much quieter. 

Our science teaching is severely handicapped by inadequate laboratory 
conditions. We do hope that some improvement may be made in 1959. 
It seems unlikely that it will be possible this year. 

On behalf of the entire staff of the School Department, I extend 
cur thanks to the School Committee and the citizens of Stonington for 
help and cooperation during the year. It is the friendliness and loyalty 
of those who help our schools which will encourage our teachers, and 
assist us to retain capable and experienced people as teachers, who may 
prefer the cordiality and warm personal relationships of a country town 
to the lure of highly paid positions elsewhere in Maine and out of the 
state.

The past year has been a quiet one in most respects. This has been 
due to the fine faculty that we have in our school. Each member of the 
faculty has done a conscientious job in carrying out his or her duties. 
This has made possible a high degree of efficiency and quality in edu- 
cating your children. ; 

There have been few curriculum changes this year. The Grade 9 
English class was split into two sections due to its size. This has benefited 
both groups. Starting in September of this coming year seniors will have 
the opportunity to take Trigonometry and Advanced Mathematics. This 
will strengthen our mathematics offering and give students who plan to 
further their education a much better background in this subject. 

Our science curriculum is hampered by the inadequacies of our lab- 
oratory and the shortage of laboratory equipment. This portion of edu- 
cation has been much talked about in the past year. I feel strongly that 
a good laboratory program is essential in the age that we now find our- 
selves. 

Our shop facilities have been improved during the past year. The 
metal working area has been built up in particular. Our shop is one 
in which we can be proud. 

At the present time we are in the process of changing the public 
address system in the gym so that it will work better. We intend to install 
as many speakers as necessary in order that people may hear in all 
portions of the gym. 

One hundred dollars was set aside at the time of our magazine 
campaign toward the purchase of glass backboards for our gym. The 
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money made by our loyal women who have sold hot dogs this year is 
to go into this fund. It is hoped that we will be able to buy them prior 
to the next basketball season. 

Again this year I wish to thank the citizens, the Superintendent, 
and the School Committee for the excellent way they all have backed the 
school.

REPORT OF AREA HIGH SCHOOL 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


The Superintending School Committee, at its first regular meeting, 
appointed the following Area High School Investigating Committee as 
authorized at the Annual Meeting: Maurice Biggaine from the Selectmen, 
Gordon Richardson from the P.T.A., and Arnold Brown from the School 
Committee. 

The Committee met with the Deer Isle group and voted to invite Mr. 
William O. Bailey of the State Department of Education to speak on 
school consolidation. His talk was helpful to all. The Joint Committee 
then met with the Sedgwick Committee and the topic of Area Schools was 
discussed pro and con. It was deemed advisable to consult Dean Mark 
Shibles, chairman of the School District Commission, as to the proper 
procedure to follow in continuing our investigation. He recommended a 
joint meeting with the towns in the area that would be interested in con- 
solidation. If such a meeting resulted in an unfavorable report, he was 
of the opinion that the Island Towns of Deer Isle and Stonington would 
be considered on a six year High Schooi plan. 

On December 12, 1957, a meeting was held at Sedgwick Town Hall 
and the following towns were represented: Blue Hill, Brooklin, Brooksville, 
Castine, Deer Isle, Penobscot, Sedgwick and Stonington. The purpose of 
the meeting was to determine the feeling of the above towns on consolida- 
tion of its school systems. The majority were in favor of two units, one on 
the Island and one on the main land. 

As the above meeting complied with Dean Shibles’ recommendation, 
and, as the report was unfavorable as far as one unit for consolidation 
was concerned, the local committees continued their investigation on an 
Island basis. . 


The Joint Committee plans to supply the citizens of both towns with 
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literature explaining the Sinclair Law and the advanages, etc., pertaining 
to an Area School on the Island. They are also awaiting a conference 
with the School District Commission to obtain further assurance that we 
might be accepted as an Administrative District with a six year High 
School.

To the Citizens of Stonington: 

The Island Woman’s Club has formed and maintained a Public 
Library for more than three (3) years for the public with the understand- 
ing, if and when, this Library proved its usefulness to patrons of the town, 
a public meeting would be called to form a Public Library Association, 
with a Board of Trustees, elected at said meeting. The Board of Trustees 
would appoint committees from the people present to carry on the func- 
tions of the library. 

The Library was under the management of its instigators, until May 
1957, when a new committee was formed by the Island Woman’s Club and 
representatives from the I. O. E. 5., Rebekah Lodge and P.T.A. were 
included. 

The attempt to serve the public the first two years was discouraging 
due to the unsatisfactory location of the building at the rear of the Red 
Barn, which we were invited to use. 

The Island Woman’s Club voted to rent Boyce’s store. for a period of 
time to give the public a real chance to become acquainted with its benefits. 

A review of the books loaned, in comparatively the same period of 
time by the former library and by the present, is convincing enough, that 
the public is still interested in the cultural art of reading for recreation 
and self-education.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Directors and Citizens of the Town of Stonington: 


The activities of the Stonington Water Company for 1957 have been 
varied and expensive. The standpipe was completely overhauled. It was 
sandblasted, both inside and out, down to clean metal. All seams and 
rivet heads were treated with Lab metal and three coats of special tank 
paint applied. The unsupported part of the bottom of the tank, where 
the intake pipe enters, had to be re-enforced. A five inch flanged elbow 
was installed to facilitate drainage of the tank. 

The water supply at Burnt Land Pond was the lowest ever in the 
history of the Company. The 6” intake was the only available source dur- 
ing the entire summer. The large 10” intake was entirely out of water 
until November. A new strainer was installed while it was exposed. The 
heavy fall rains have restored our supply to normal. 

The rate increase, which was discussed last year, has been set up by 
Mr. Horace Little of Ellsworth. Our application has been before the 
Public Utilitics Commission since last fall, and we are patiently awaiting 
their action. A public hearing will be set for Stonington before final 
approval. 

The Company operated at a loss of $3,648.38 for the year. The 
proposed rate schedule provides for an increase of $3,700.00 annually. 
The Town appropriation last year was earmarked for Capital Improve- 
ments and could not be included in the operating accounts. The operat- 
ing loss can be explained by the repair of thirty-five services, three 
hydrants, three mains and two main gate valves. We have reached the 
point that after thirty-seven years of operation by the Company, services, 
valves, hydrants, and mains are all deteriorating at the same time. 

When our rate increase becomes a reality, we must operate strictly 
by the rules of the Company in order to bring in every possible source 
of revenue. We know that extensive repairs will continue, due to the 
age of the equipment. Rules regarding charges for shut-offs, etc., have not 
been adhered to in the past. We cannot continue to survive by operating 
in the red each year, 

The employment of a full time Engineer came at the most opportune 
time. We would have never been able to offer service this past summer 
if he had not been on the job. I would like to thank him, at this time, 
for his faithful service and co-operation.
